Lions Will Canvass Town 
to Boost War Effort by 
sale of Savings Certificates 


Ottawa—N. C. O.’s and men of 
the C. A. S. F. overeseas have made 
the Canadian Legion War Services’ 
residential club in London one of 
the most active leave centres in 
the Empire Capital, according to 
reports reaching here from Captain 
Charles W. Evans, manager of the 
Legion’s organization in Great 
Britain. 

The club, situated on Gower 
Street, and within a few minutes 
walk of Euston station, has been 
filled to capacity ever since the 
arrival of the 2nd Canadian 
Division by troops visiting the 
city on holidaay or week-end leave. 
During one month 1,815 men were 
provided with bed and breakfast 
while hundreds of other meals were 
served. The club is operated by 
the Legion on a non-profit making 
basis, bed and breakfast being 
available at 3/ per night, less than 
75c in Canadian money. 

Considered the finest establish¬ 
ment of its kind in London, and 
certainly the most modern, the club 
provides in addition to residential 
facilities, free equipment for games, 
reading, writing, physical exer¬ 
cises, dancing and concert parties. 
Erected last year as a home for 
girls but never operated for that 
purpose because -of the outbreak 
of the war, it has everything to 
make it a self-contained establish¬ 
ment equal to the better class 
hotels. A large air-raid shelter is 
situated adjacent to the building. 

Members of the London Asso- 
siation of Canadiaan Ex-Service¬ 
men, and their ladies auxiliary, 
have taken particular interest in 
the club and are rendering in¬ 
valuable assistance in arranging 
dances, socials and concert parties' 
An information department is open 
day and night to assist the men 
ip touring London itself or visiting 
other parts of the British Isles. 


A Number of Pass men are now 
training at Petawawa military 
camp, among them being Coleman’s 
George Burchell and Angus Mc¬ 
Donald; George Porteous, of Hill- 
crest and Mlatty Parker,^of Belle¬ 
vue, are two others ana they are 
at the present time enjoying a 
holiday at their homes in the Pass. 

Afcording to Mr. Porteous The 
Journal is a welcome weekly visi-. 
tor, first being read by George 
Burchell, then Angus McDonald, 
and so on dlcwn the line. 

Mrs. Burchell and children have 
found accommodation in apart¬ 
ments at Pembroke, Ont. just a 
few miles from the military camp. 

While the Pass men sought 
Christmas and New Year leaves 
Angus McDonald proved the lone 
exception, but spent both Christ¬ 
mas and the New Year in camp. 
It seems that the beer in that 
part of the country is exceptionally 
strong, being 24 percent, and as 
Mr. Porteous described it, “has a 
kick like a mule”. 

Outside of the routine duties of 
camp life the highlight of their 
stay at Petawawa s-c/far has been 
the marriage of Albert Hovan, 
of Bellevue, to Miss Mary Donkin, 
of Frank, daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
Ed. Donkin. The newlyweds were 
the recipients of a beautiful silver 
tea set, a gift from the company 
of which the bridegroom is a mem¬ 
ber. The wedding took place at 
Pemb roke. They are now residing 
there. \ 

There are two or three excep¬ 
tionally fine fishing streams in 
close proximity to the camp which 
is sorely trying the nerves of fish¬ 
erman Burchell. His military 
duties keep him so busy that he 
is unable to cast a line to test 
his skill in the Ontario streams.

CAMPAIGN CHAIRMAN 


Church of England people in 
Canada will have an opportunity 
of doing more than just singing 
“There'll Alwaya Be An England,” 
stated His Lordship Bishop Sher¬ 
man in addressing Macleod people 
at a meeting of the Rural Deanery 
of Macleod in the parish hall on 
Tuesday evening. 

He recently returned from a 
meeting of the executive council 
of the Church of England in Canada 
held at Stratford, Ontario, where 
he was appointed by the bishops 
to visit all dioceses in the Dominion 
to urge them to become self 
supporting in place of receiving 
money grants from church and 
missionary societies in England. 

For 225 years, he stated, the 
church in Canada has been partly 
supported by these grants, running 
into thousands of pounds sterling 
every year. With the burdens the 
people there have to bear, he stated 
it is high time that every Canadian 
diocese decided to raise sufficient 
money from its own people to poy 
the expenses of its clergy and the 
continuance of the services. 

Calgary diocese had led the way, 
he was proud to say, in this effort 
to make the church in Canada 
self supporting. In May last, an 
appeal was ^piade for $2200 in 
addition to the amounts ordinarily 
raised in this diocese, and $4200 
was donated. This relieved Eng¬ 
lish church societies of part of 
the grants made to this diocese, 
and it was his ambition to make 
it entirely self supporting. He 
had faith it could bee done, and he 
would like to see his own diocese 
lead the way in making the whole 
church throughout Canada self 
supporting. As to methods to be 
followed, he suggested that free 
discussion be entered into in each 
rural deanery, and a plan followed 
whereby the church would be 
assured of obtaining sufficient 
money regularly every quarter to 
meet church expenses and clergy 
stipends. 

Every church member would re¬ 
ceive a folder giving full details 
of the proposed plan to be followed, 
as well as showing the amounts 
received in the past by Canadian 
dioceses. 250,000 copies had been 
printed, and he asked every mem¬ 
ber to study it closely. 

It was a great patriotic respon¬ 
sibility which the church was called 
on to assume, ahd he was confident 
we would rise to this responsibility 
after what England had done for 


The campaign will last a month, 
but it is hoped to get the bulk of 
the work done within fifteen days. 
At the present time two workers 
at McGillivray and five at Inter¬ 
national subscribe regularly for 
war savings certificates. The can¬ 
vassers will carry with them two 
sets of pledges. The first one will 
be signed by those people working 
in the mines or employed some¬ 
where else, authorizing their em¬ 
ployers to deduct a specific amount 
from their wages at specified times. 
The other pledge will concern those 
having bank accounts, authorizing 
the bank manager to deduct four 
dollars or a multiple thereof at 
specified# times. In each case, 
when a certificate has been paid 
for the registered holder will re¬ 
ceive his or her certificate direct 
from Ottawa. 

Another card will be given those 
signing the pledges. It will en¬ 
able them to either raise or reduce 
the amount pledged originally. 

A thermometer has been built

The biggest venture yet under¬

The ability to work at maximum efficiency is dependent, pot alone upon 
will power and good intention but these forces must be supplemented by 
sound, robust health, by physical w ell bein g .

Fewer Fatal Accidents Have Oc¬ 
curred Than Was Expected 

The percentage of flying accidents, 
having regard to the amount of fly¬ 
ing done in schools of the British 
commonwealth air training plan in 
Canada, is lower than was expected, 
the air ministry said in a statement 
issued recently. 

Since the plan started operating 
there was up to late December 29 
fatal flying accidents, and 
same period 168,050 flying hours 
were put in. The statement gave a 
lengthy outline of the rules and pre¬ 
cautions taken in the Royal Canadian 
Air Force to prevent accidents, but 
said “Canada will not carry out the 
greatest air training plan ever con¬ 
ceived without meeting with some 
percentage of accidents.” 

The Gosport system is used by the 
R.C.A.F. It embodies all the experi¬ 
ence of training in the last war and 
the intervening years.,It has been 
adopted throughout the British em¬ 
pire and in other countries, and 
formed the basis of the United States 
training system.

Heavy Production 


United States Industries Are Put 
Into High Gear 

The arming United States called on 
the automobile industry to swing into 
test production of parts for a power¬ 
ful fleet of long-range bombers. 

An estimated $20,000,000 worth of 
initial "educational orders,” decided 
upon by the war department and de¬ 
fence commission, was expected to 
familiarize automobile plant man¬ 
agers with the manufacture of the 
intricate parts they will be called 
upon to supply. 

As presently visualized, motor car 
plants wiil be geared to help pro¬ 
duce annually some 3,600 two and 
four-motor bombers, costing at cur¬ 
rent prices nearly $1,000,000,000. 

Possibly 15 months, by official esti¬ 
mates, will be required to put into 
full operation the plan to employ the 
automobile industry to supplement 
the conventional aircraft factories in 
expanding the output of planes for 
the United States and Great Britain.

Rheumatic heart disease, the result 
of rheumatic fever, tops all other ill¬ 
nesses as the cause of death among 
children of school age. Many small 
children suffer from “growing pains” 
and many pay dearly for it in after 
Growing pains are frequently 
due to unrecognized rheumatic fever. 

Many youngsters, whose parents 
neglect these signs, grow up to suf¬ 
fer or die from resultant but un¬ 
suspected, heart affections. Growing 
pains, therefore, should always be 
given immediate medical attention. 

Attacks of rheumatic fever are 
easily recognized. The most striking 
symptoms, usually appearing after a 
sore throat or tonsilitis, are-: pain, 
stiffness, swelling in the joints and 
muscles with the pain travelling from 
joint to joint. 

But the heart condition may come 
on without the foregoing marked 
symptoms. The first signs of heart 
trouble may be: rapid heart beat, 
slight fever, pallor, loss of appetite, 
weight and "vigor. Along with these 
signs there may be fleeting muscular 
aches. 

Three-quarters of those having 
rheumatic fever are between the ages 
of five and thirty. The most of these 
are between the ages of ten and fif¬ 
teen. The most dangerous feature of 
rheumatic fever is that, if not treat- 
j ed promptly, it does permanent in-

President Roosevelt’s Idea Of Paying 
For Goods By Goods 

Labor Minister - Ernest Bevin de¬ 
clared that "President Roosevelt’s 
great idea of paying for goods by 
■ goods will not only help to win the 
war, but take us out of the hands of 
speculators at the end of the war.” 

\—Tips reference to the president's 
plan to lend arms to Britain was 
made in a luncheon address- to the 
Foreign Press Association. Mr. 
Bevin added: 

“It is an indication that the presi-j 
dent accepts the view that the great-1 
est contribution to international j 
stabilization at the end of the war 
! is labor and effort and not specula¬ 
tion and manipulation of-currency.", 

The minister said the Royal Navy j 
now is doing work which five navies 
did in the first Great War, and that j 
everyone has now to be on one , side 
j or the other in the conflict. There 
can be no neutrality between right 
! and wrong. 

At this moment, Britain and her 
allies are in the front line fighting 
this battle, he said. 

Great Britain is fighting for a 
principle which, when established 
finally, will govern the conduct of 
humanity for^ generations to come. 

“The commonwealth idea on a 
basis of equality must be the basic 
principle of future security and pros¬ 
perity in the world.”
